1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Admin¬ 
istrative  County  of  Warwick,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1929. 

AREA. 

2.  The  area  of  the  County  since  the  Coventry  Extension  of  1928  is  now  541,872  acres 
or  approximately  846  square  miles. 


POPULATION. 

3.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1929  as  357,140,  as 
compared  with  343,333  at  the  1921  Census.  The  Urban  population,  including  Municipal 
Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts,  is  174,400,  and  the  Rural,  182,740.

BIRTHS. 

5.  5,821  Births  were  registered  as  compared  with  6,099  during  the  previous  year,  giving 

a  Birth-rate  of  16.29,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  County.  In  the  Urban  Districts 
the  rate  was  as  low  as  14.87,  while  in  the  Rural  Districts  it  was  17.68. 


It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  ever  since  1920,  that  post-war  year  of  high  birth-rate,  when 
the  figure  for  the  County  was  25.18,  the  registered  births  have  fallen  year  after  year  until 
this  low  record  of  16.29  has  been  reached. 
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Among  the  Urban  Districts  the  highest  rate  was  recorded  in  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton 
and  the  lowest  in  the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  ;  while  in  the  Rural  Districts  the  highest 
was  Nuneaton  Rural,  followed  closely  by  Foleshill,  and  the  lowest,  Farnborough. 

6.  Illegitimate  Births. — 223  Births  were  registered  as  illegitimate,  102  in  the  Urban  Districts 
and  121  in  the  Rural  Districts.  The  percentage  of  Illegitimate  Births  to  total  births, 
3.8,  was  much  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  when  the  figure  recorded  was  3.9.  In  1926 
the  percentage  was  3.3,  and  in  1925,  3.1.  There  is  accordingly  no  material  reduction 
in  illegitimacy  in  the  County,  although  it  may  be  gratifying  to  record  no  increase  during 
the  past  year. 

7.  Notification  of  Births.- — During  the  year  1929  Notification  of  Births  has  been  made  as 
in  past  years,  to  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The  County  Council  has  been 
responsible,  however,  for  the  following  up  of  Notified  Births  in  all  County  Districts,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  which 
are  themselves  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authorities. 

8.  During  the  year  under  review  91  per  cent,  of  all  reg’stered  births  were  notified  to  the 
District  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  Health  Visiting  purposes,  and  were  afterwards  forwarded  to  me.  In  order  to  ensure 
the  earliest  possible  notification  of  births  to  me  as  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Notification  of  Births  (Transfer)  Order,  1930,  has  recently  been  made  and  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  on  1st  April,  1930.  Since  that  date  all  notifications  of  births  are  made  direct  to 
me  by  Doctors,  Midwives  or  other  persons  present  at  the  birth  Appropriate  steps  are  being 
taken  by  co-operation  with  the  Registrars  to  enquire  into  any  cases  in  which  the  regulations 
are  not  being  complied  with,  in  order  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  a  recurrence  of  non-noti¬ 
fication  in  the  future. 


DEATHS. 

9.  There  is  recorded  an  unfortunate  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  year, 
4,538  having  been  registered  as  against  3,668  in  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  was 
accordingly  12.7  as  compared  with  10.13  in  1928. 

10.  The  Urban  and  Rural  Rates  were  much  the  same,  12.95  and  12.46  being  recorded 
respectively. 

11.  Heart  disease  was  responsible  for  786  deaths  and  Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases  for 
467. 

12.  Deaths  from  Influenza  contributed  largely  towards  the  high  death-rate,  274  deaths 
from  this  disease  having  been  registered  as  against  69  in  the  previous  year. 

13.  Infant  Mortality. — There  were  352  deaths  of  infants  under  12  months,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  of  60  per  1,000  births.  This  rate  in  the  previous  year  was  as  low  as  54  per  1,000 
births.  The  Rural  Districts  were  largely  responsible  for  this  increased  rate,  the  figures 
for  Urban  and  Rural  being  56  and  63  respectively.  The  lowest  Infant  Death-rate  was  re¬ 
corded  at  Stratford-on-Avon  Borough  in  the  Urban  Districts,  and  at  Aicester  in  the  Rural 
Districts. 

14.  Influenza.- — A  widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza  invaded  the  County  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year,  and  particularly  in  the  month  of  February,  and  continued  in  epidemic 
form  until  Easter.  In  addition  to  the  274  deaths  from  this  disease  referred  to  above,  there 
were  also  registered  322  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  many  of  which  were  associated  with 
the  Influenza  epidemic.  So  severe  was  this  outbreak  that  closure  was  necessitated  in  80 
schools.  In  many  instances  school  staffs  were  depleted  through  illness  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  schools  practically  ceased  to  function  and  were  accordingly  closed  for  varying 
periods. 
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15.  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. — 16  deaths  were  registered  from  Measles  and  57  from 
Whooping  Cough.  The  mortality  from  both  diseases  was  remarkably  low  during  the 
previous  year,  when  the  figures  were  9  and  14  respectively.

17.  Small-pox. — Only  three  sporadic  and  mild  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  County 
during  the  year  1929,  although  there  had  been  124  cases  in  1928,  with  4  deaths.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  the  disease  has  broken  out  again  in  the  early  months  of  1930,  particularly  in  the 
Nuneaton  district,  the  principal  area  of  the  1928  outbreak.  No  deaths  were  registered 
last  year  from  this  disease. 

18.  Vaccination.— During  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1929,  only  1,607  infants  were 
successfully  vaccinated  out  of  5,626  registered  births,  28.5  per  cent.,  a  reduction  on  the 
previous  year  when  32.3  per  cent,  were  successfully  vaccinated.  Although  the  number 
of  conscientious  objection  certificates  issued  has  not  increased,  the  percentage  of  such 
certificates  is  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  57.2  as  against  53.7.  This,  although 
regrettable,  is  the  natural  outcome  of  the  public’s  growing  fearlessness  of  Small-pox, 
principally  because  of  its  mildness  in  type,  which  mildness  has  characterised  the  outbreaks 
throughout  the  country,  particularly  during  the  last  few  years,  and  also  because  of  the 
entire  absence  for  so  many  years  of  outbreaks  arising  from  imported  malignant  small-pox 
of  eastern  origin.  So  long  as  our  sanitary  defences  against  any  such  invasion  remain 
active  and  secure,  then  in  all  probability  the  mild  type  of  the  disease  in  this  Country  will 
continue  to  breed  true,  and  the  death-rate  from  Small-pox  will  not  be  alarming,  but  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  even  the  present  type  is  occasionally  sufficiently  severe  to  cause 
facial  disfigurement  through  pitting,  an  unsightly  result  that  could  be  avoided  by  observing 
the  practice  of  vaccination  as  a  preventive  measure. 

19.  Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  664  notifications  of  this  disease,  practically  the  same  number 
as  the  previous  year  when  there  were  668.  Only  4  deaths  were  registered,  giving  a 
mortality  of  0.011  per  1,000  population,  and  a  case  mortality  of  0.6  per  cent.  It  was 
epidemic  particularly  in  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton  and  Stratford-on-Avon,  in  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Bedworth  and  Rugby,  and  in  the  Rural  District  of  Alcester  ;  very  few  districts, 
however,  escaping  from  some  cases  during  the  year.  In  no  case  was  Hospital  accommodation 
found  to  be  insufficient. 

20.  Diphtheria. — 435  cases  were  notified  as  against  367  in  the  previous  year.  Seventeen 
deaths  were  registered,  giving  a  mortality  of  0.047  per  1,000  population,  and  a  case  mortality 
of  3.9  per  cent.  Practitioners  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  for  the  supply  of  Antitoxin  for  administration  in  cases  of 
diphtheria  or  suspected  diphtheria.  Immunisation  against  this  disease  was  undertaken  in 
the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  in  July,  1929,  this  being  the  first  Local  Sanitary  Authority 
in  the  County  to  offer  such  facilities. 
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21.  Enteric  Fever. — Only  22  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  49 
in  1928,  and  62  in  1927.  Eleven  of  these  were  of  the  Paratyphoid  variety.  There  were 
4  deaths,  giving  a  mortality  of  0.008  per  1,000  population  and  a  case  mortality  of  18  per 
cent . 

22.  Pneumonia. — 1,003  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  as  against  513  during 
the  previous  year.  Of  these  notifications  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  555  occurred  in  the 
March  quarter  of  1929,  being  associated  with  the  Influenza  epidemic  prevalent  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  County  at  that  time.  Mortality  was  accordingly  high  owing  no  doubt 
to  the  severe  weather  conditions  during  the  late  winter  months.  322  deaths  were  regis¬ 
tered,  giving  a  mortality  of  0.9  per  1,000  population,  and  a  case  mortality  of  32  per  cent. 

23.  Encephalitis  Lethargica.— Only  1 1  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year  as  com¬ 
pared  with  18  in  the  previous  year,  and  there  were  7  deaths  registered  from  it.  The 
case  mortality  of  63  per  cent,  compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  which 
was  then  83  per  cent.  The  age  at  death  of  these  7  cases  was  as  follows  : —

MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  INQUIRIES. 

25.  Only  two  Inquiries  were  held  during  the  calendar  year,  both  being  at  Nuneaton  in 
respect  of  sewerage  within  the  Borough.  The  first  was  on  4th  April,  the  loan  amounting 
to  £5,810,  and  the  second  on  8th  August,  the  loan  in  this  application  amounting  to  £2,360. 

Applications  under  Section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Although  several  minor  applications  have  already  been  made  by  Rural  District  Councils 
under  this  Act,  no  financial  help  has  yet  been  given  by  the  County  Council.  All  applica¬ 
tions  are,  however,  carefully  investigated,  and  dealt  with  appropriately  as  they  arise.  Two 
important  ones  are,  however,  shortly  to  be  considered — a  new  water  supply  in  the  Brailes 
Rural  District,  and  a  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  in  the  Warwick  Rural  District. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

26.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Medical  Staff  have  made  33  inspections  of  Sewage 
Works  throughout  the  County  and  in  addition  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Rivers 
and  brooks  receiving  effluents  from  these  works.  108  samples  have  been  submitted  for 
full  chemical  analysis,  49  being  sewage  effluents  and  59  River  or  Brook  samples. 

27.  The  River  Tame,  receiving  30  million  gallons  of  sewage  effluent  daily  from  the  City 
of  Birmingham,  together  with  a  large  volume  of  indifferently  treated  sewage  from  the 
district  of  the  upper  Tame  Basin,  remains  a  highly  polluted  stream  during  its  course 
through  the  County  of  Warwick,  although  there  are  signs  of  some  improvement  as  a  result 
particularly  of  the  good  work  being  accomplished  by  Mr.  Wardman  on  the  Upper  Tame.

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Trade  pollutions  are  being  steadily  minimised  and  efficient  sewage  works  are  being  installed 
where  pollution  has  gone  unchecked  in  the  past.  This,  together  with  the  modern  bacterial 
treatment  of  the  Birmingham  sewage  at  the  works  of  the  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage 
Board,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Whitehead,  Engineer  to  the  Board,  should  make  for 
better  conditions  in  the  future  and  a  River  Tame  that  will  no  longer  be  dubbed  the 
open  sewer  of  the  City  of  Birmingham. 


28.  Mr.  Whitehead,  referring  to  the  work  of  the  past  year,  says  : — 

“  Tame  and  Rea  Works,  Minworth. 

“  The  second  bio-aeration  unit  at  Minworth  to  give  partial  purification  to  10,000,000 
gallons  of  sewage  per  day  was  brought  into  operation  in  May  last. 

“  The  two  units  now  in  use  have  a  maximum  purification  capacity  of  20,000,000 
gallons  per  day,  and  since  the  installation  of  the  second  unit  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  general  effluent  has  been  observed,  together  with  a  considerable  diminution  of  odour 
and  fly  nuisance  from  the  bacteria  beds. 

“  For  some  years  it  has  been  our  practice  to  add  chloride  of  lime  to  the  sewage  at 
Saltley  during  week-ends,  in  order  to  prevent  septic  conditions  occurring  in  the  main  conduit. 
Hitherto  the  chloride  of  lime  has  been  added  by  hand.  Last  Spring  an  electrically  operated 
mixing  and  dosing  plant  was  installed  with  beneficial  results. 

“  Acocks  Green  Works. 

“  Extensions  to  these  works  continue  to  be  carried  out,  in  order  to  keep  pace  with 
the  rapid  growth  of  population  in  this  district. 

“  At  present  the  population  draining  to  the  Acocks  Green  Works  is  22,000,  and  a 
further  increase  of  8,000  is  anticipated  during  the  next  two  years. 

“  The  new  works  recently  brought  into  operation  at  Acocks  Green  include  one  acre  of 
grass  plots  for  the  separation  of  humus  from  the  final  effluent,  and  extensions  to  sedimenta¬ 
tion  and  storm  water  tanks — increasing  their  capacity  by  about  200,000  gallons — are  now 
in  progress. 

“  Colehall  Works. 

“  These  Works  are  of  full  capacity  for  the  present  population,  and  continue  to  produce 
excellent  results  throughout  the  year.  Application  will,  however,  be  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  at  the  end  of  this  month  for  sanction  to  the  construction  of  a  sludge  digestion 
plant  capable  of  dealing  with  the  whole  of  the  sludge  produced  at  these  works.” 


29.  The  River  Anker,  one  of  the  principal  tributaries  of  the  Tame,  is  in  poor  condition 
for  a  considerable  distance  below  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton,  but  through  self-purification 
a  partial  improvement  is  effected  in  its  course  through  Atherstone,  Polesworth  and  Bolehall. 
It  is,  however,  subjected  to  some  pollution  through  inadequate  sewage  works  at  Amington 
and  Alvecote,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  proposals  have  recently  been  made  for  the 
more  effectual  treatment  of  the  sewage  of  these  two  districts  by  the  construction  of  new 
works. 


30.  In  the  upper  reaches  of  the  River  Anker,  that  is  above  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton, 
conditions  have  improved  to  a  certain  extent  through  the  re-constructed  sewage  works 
at  Hinckley,  although  the  discolouration  of  the  Sketchley  Brook  from  Dye-works  waste 
is  still  to  be  deplored.  It  is  regrettable  that  practical  measures  cannot  be  taken  to  rid  the 
effluent  of  this  colouring  matter  which,  if  not  actually  damaging  to  stock,  is  most  discon¬ 
certing  to  the  public,  and  a  constant  annoyance  to  agriculturists.  In  this  respect  there  is 
indeed  room  for  research  and  experiment,  to  find  a  means  of  discolouring  the  dye  without 
undue  cost  to  the  responsible  Local  Authority. 
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31.  The  Rivers  Blythe  and  Cole,  also  Tributaries  of  the  River  Tame,  have  been  kept 
under  observation  during  the  year,  and  various  sources  of  pollution,  particularly  on  the 
River  Blythe,  have  received  attention.  The  Colehall  Sewage  Works,  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage  Board,  continue  to  yield  a  satisfactory 
effluent  and  are  not  responsible  for  the  pollution  from  which  the  River  Cole  suffers  in  its 
course  from  the  Birmingham  boundary  to  below  Coleshill.  In  this  connection  a  report 
was  submitted  to  the  County  Public  Health  Committee,  dated  October,  1929,  on  the  need 
for  effective  measures  to  prevent  pollution  in  the  area  of  Sheldon  and  Marston  Green,  where 
building  is  proceeding  at  an  extraordinary  rate,  and  that  largely  on  Rural  lines. 


32.  A  scheme  known  as  the  Cole  Valley  Sewer,  extending  from  the  Acocks  Green  Sewage 
Works  at  Wagon  Lane,  through  Sheldon,  Marston  Green  and  Coleshill,  to  a  proposed  new 
Sewage  Works  east  of  Water  Orton,  is  being  formulated  by  the  City  of  Birmingham  and 
will  materialise  at  no  distant  date.  Such  a  scheme  appears  to  be  the  only  solution  for  a 
district  that  is  becoming  so  rapidly  Urban  in  character,  bearing  in  mind,  too,  its  close 
proximity  to  the  populous  South-Eastern  boundary  of  the  City  of  Birmingham. 


33.  The  River  Avon  has  also  been  kept  under  observation  during  the  year,  samples 
having  been  taken  from  time  to  time  in  the  vicinity  of  Rugby,  Coventry,  Leamington  and 
Warwick.  The  general  condition  of  the  River  does  pot  shew  further  deterioration,  but  I 
cannot  record  any  material  improvement.  The  Coventry  Sewage  Works,  still  concentrated 
at  Baginton,  are  not  likely  to  be  relieved  through  the  provision  of  the  new  works  at  Finham 
for  some  two  years  yet,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  during  this  period  the  Coventry 
Authorities  will  exercise  the  greatest  possible  care  in  securing  a  non-polluting  effluent  from 
their  works.  The  need  for  a  high  standard  effluent  is  apparent  when  it  is  recalled  that 
the  River  Avon  is  barely  equal  to  the  volume  of  effluent  entering  it  at  the  Coventry  Sewage 
Works.  Improvement  in  this  respect  should  be  possible  when  the  new  works  at  Finham 
are  constructed  and  the  volume  of  sewage  to  be  treated  at  Baginton  is  reduced  by  50  per 
cent . 

34.  The  Leamington  Sewage  Works,  although  reported  upon  adversely  from  the  point  of 
view  of  management,  have  since  been  improved  and  a  satisfactory  effluent  is  now  being 
obtained, 

35.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  progress  with  the  proposed  new  bacterial  works 
for  the  Borough  of  Warwick.  The  necessary  land  has  been  acquired  adjoining  the  present 
pumping  station,  and  the  scheme  no  doubt  will  be  published  shortly,  to  provide,  I  under¬ 
stand,  for  bacterial  filters.  With  Leamington  Works  already  improved  and  Warwick  Works 
reconstructed  in  the  near  future,  the  River  Avon  at  Barford  Bridge  should  reach  a  degree 
of  purity  unknown  at  this  point  for  some  years,  this  improvement  being  reflected  in  the 
greater  purity  of  the  River  at  Stratford-on-Avon  and  at  Bidford,  where  boating  and 
fishing  are  indulged  in  largely  by  the  public. 


36.  The  River  Arrow,  which  flows  from  Redditch  in  Worcestershire,  through  Studley  and 
Alcester,  receives  effluents  from  each  of  these  towns,  but  still  retains  fish  life,  at  least  in  its 
lower  reaches,  before  joining  the  River  Avon  at  Salford  Priors.  The  bacterial  works  at 
Alcester  have  been  strained  considerably  during  the  year  under  review  through  a  local 
trade  waste  being  received  into  the  sewers.  Very  careful  management  is  necessary  to 
prevent  damage  to  the  bacterial  filters  through  this  waste.  At  Studley,  bacterial  works  are 
in  progress  of  construction  which,  when  completed,  will  obviate  the  pollution  that  has 
taken  place  in  this  district  for  some  years.  The  town  of  Redditch  is,  however,  responsible 
for  the  largest  volume  of  effluent  entering  the  River  Arrow,  and  it  is  hoped  that  every 
care  will  be  exercised  by  this  Authority  to  prevent  pollution  and  so  allow  the  Arrow  once 
more  to  return  to  its  former  condition  as  a  first  rate  fishing  stream. 
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37.  The  River  Sowe  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City  of  Coventry,  is  a  Tributary  of  the  River 
Avon,  that  must  be  carefully  watched  owing  to  the  innumerable  small  sewage  works  now  being 
constructed,  whose  effluents  drain  into  it.  I  refer  particularly  to  works  attached  to  building 
estates  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City  of  Coventry,  a  practice  that  is  growing  rapidly  and 
which  requires  only  the  approval  of  the  responsible  Rural  District.  Steps,  however,  must 
be  taken  sooner  or  later  to  dispense  with  these  multiple  sewage  works  and  concentrate 
treatment  at  one  central  works  where  good  management  can  be  assured.  In  the  meantime 
the  River  Sowe  will  almost  be  bound  to  deteriorate  unless  careful  supervision  is  exercised 
over  these  small  and  innumerable  works. 


38.  Rivers  Boards. — The  question  of  the  formation  of  a  Rivers  Board  for  the  whole 
watershed  of  the  River  Severn  was  considered  at  a  meeting  held  in  Birmingham  in  June, 
1929,  and  since  then  representatives  of  the  various  authorities  concerned  have  agreed  to  the 
principle  as  urged  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  922  issued  after  the  publication  of 
the  First  Report  of  the  Joint  Advisory  Committee  on  River  Pollution.  No  doubt  such 
Boards  or  Joint  Committees  will  materialize  throughout  the  country  in  course  of  time, 
but  on  their  formation  it  would  appear  to  be  desirable  for  County  Councils  to  retain  their 
supervisory  powers  over  the  Rivers  in  their  area,  the  actual  inspection,  however,  being 
carried  out  by  technical  officers  appointed  by  the  various  Boards  or  Joint  Committees, 
instead  of  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  as  has  obtained  in 
Warwickshire  for  many  years  past. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

39.  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — During  the  year  1929,  687  samples  were  submitted  by  the 
County  Inspectors,  17  by  District  Inspectors,  making  a  total  of  704  samples  for  the  County. 
Of  these,  74  were  adulterated,  giving  a  percentage  adulteration  figure  of  10.5. 

Among  the  adulterated  samples  were  the  following  : — Milk  49,  Whiskey  2,  Liniment  of 
Soap  10,  Sweets  2,  Prescriptions  5,  and  Jam  2.  Proceedings  were  taken  in  12  cases  against 
7  vendors,  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £64  16s.  Od. 

In  connection  with  milk  adulteration,  Mr.  Rigby,  the  County  Analyst,  gives  the 
following  table  shewing  the  average  composition  of  all  the  samples  analysed  during  the

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  average  composition  of  Milk  Samples 
taken  for  analysis  was  well  above  the  legal  limits,  and  in  this  respect  the  milk  supply  can 
be  regarded  generally  as  of  good  quality. 


40.  Milk  and  Dairies  ( Consolidation )  Act,  1915. — Under  Sec.  4  of  the  Act,  52  notifications 
of  tubercle  infected  milk  produced  in  the  County  were  received  during  the  year  as 
against  51  for  the  previous  year.  The  majority  of  these  were  from  outside  Authorities,

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41.  Milk  ( Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. — During  the  year  1929  there  were  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  6  Licences  for  the  production  of  Certified  Milk  in  the  County,  and 
7  for  the  production  of  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  tested)  Milk,  and  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council  issued  13  Licences  for  the  production  of  Grade  A  Milk.  This  shews  an  increase 
of  nine  graded  milk  producers  over  the  previous  year. 

42.  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912  and  1917. — During  the  year  1929,  107  samples  of 
Milk  and  14  of  Cream  were  analysed  for  the  presence  of  preservative.  No  preservative 
was  found  in  any  of  the  above  samples. 

43.  Dirt  in  Milk. — Of  the  107  samples  of  Milk  examined  for  dirt,  98  were  satisfactory  and 
9  shewed  2  or  more  parts  per  100,000  of  Dirt.  This  result  is  rather  better  than  the  previous 
year  when  the  percentage  adulteration  by  dirt  was  11.2.

The  gradual  fall  in  notification  referred  to  last  year  has  been  broken  by  the  number 
this  year  reaching  437  as  against  393  in  1928.  An  increase  is  noticeable  both  in  Pul¬ 
monary  and  in  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  although  the  larger  increase  is  in  Pulmonary 
cases.  The  severe  winter  may  possibly  have  accounted  for  this  increased  incidence,  and 
for  the  slightly  higher  death-rate  recorded  from  this  disease.  251  deaths  were  registered 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  a  mortality  of  0.7  per  1,000  population,  and  61  deaths 
from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  representing  a  mortality  of  0.17  per  1,000  population.

45.  At  the  Memorial  Sanatorium,  Hertford  Hill,  Warwick,  accommodation  is  provided 
for  195  beds,  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  Joint  Committee  for 
Tuberculosis,  with  a  joint  population  of  519,240. 

A 

46.  The  question  of  after-care  in  the  form  of  village  settlements  is  again  receiving  the 
consideration  of  the  Joint  Committee,  it  being  urged  by  some  that  such  a  scheme  would 
prove  helpful  to  those  patients  who  might  possibly  relapse  if,  on  discharge,  a  return  is 
made  to  their  previous  unsuitable  employment.  A  system  of  village  settlements,  while 
doubtless  benefitting  the  few,  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  contribution  towards  the  eradication 
of  tuberculosis  from  our  midst,  since  there  must  remain  many  sufferers  who  either  could  not 
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or  would  not  take  advantage  of  the  communal  life  that  is  offered.  To  the  individual 
consumptive,  however,  the  possibility  of  employment  with  a  home  for  wife  and  family,  with 
the  knowledge  that  although  afflicted  he  can  still  maintain  his  position  of  bread-winner, 
must  indeed  be  heartening  and  go  far  to  help  in  the  prolongation  of  his  life  or  even  towards 
his  ultimate  recovery. 


47.  But  the  cost  of  such  a  service  should  be  carefully  considered,  bearing  in  mind  the 
numbers  likely  to  participate  and  the  many  who  would  doubtless  remain  unaffected  by 
the  scheme.  In  other  words  would  the  result  warrant  the  expenditure  ?  It  might  also 
be  asked — to  what  extent  does  a  village  settlement  contribute  towards  the  control  or  pre¬ 
vention  of  tuberculosis  ?  In  this  respect  there  are  limitations  that  one  cannot  help  but 
recognise,  and  the  question  then  arises  whether  it  is  possible  to  introduce  some  more  com¬ 
prehensive  measure  that  would  be  of  still  greater  benefit  to  the  tuberculous  and  to  the  public 
as  well. 


48.  I  have  in  mind  particularly  the  question  of  the  better  housing  of  the  people  and  the 
institution  of  a  medical  service  that  would  assist  in  the  earlier  detection  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  so  effect  many  more  cures  than  is  possible  under  present  conditions. 


49.  The  home-visiting  of  tuberculosis  cases  has  been  continued  as  formerly  by  the  County 
Health  Visitors,  262  first  visits  having  been  paid  to  newly  notified  cases,  and  173  re-visits. 
In  addition,  however,  694  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  old  cases,  making  a  total  of  1,129 
visits  during  the  year. 


50.  At  the  six  Branch  Dispensaries  the  County  Health  Visitors  have  made  447  attend¬ 
ances. 


51.  The  nursing  of  tuberculosis  cases  in  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  various  District  Nursing  Associations  and  in  recognition  of  this  service 
the  Joint  Committee  have  made  a  grant  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  for  the 
financial  year  1929-30  of  £45. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER. 

(Dr.  J.  McG.  Williams). 

52.  During  1929  the  number  of  new  patients,  including  22  transfers  from  other  areas, 
examined  at  or  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Committee’s  seven  Dispensaries  and  at  the 
Sutton  Coldfield  School  Clinic,  was  1,135.  In  1928  the  number  was  1,090,  and  in  1927, 
1085.  The  attendances  at  the  seven  Dispensaries  and  the  School  Clinic  numbered  2,879, 
as  compared  with  3,009  in  1928,  and  3,122  in  1927. 


53.  The  Dispensaries  are  open  as  follows  : — 5,  Market  Street,  Atherstone,  from  1-30  p.m. 
to  4  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  ;  4,  The  Quadrant,  Coventry,  from  5  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  on  Tues¬ 
days  and  from  2  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  on  Fridays — other  days  by  appointment  ;  6,  Portland 
Street,  Leamington,  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Wednesdays,  and  from  6  p.m.  to  8  p.m. 
on  Thursdays  ;  35,  Coton  Road,  Nuneaton,  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  p.m. 
to  4-30  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  ;  1,  Plowman  Street,  Rugby,  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from 
2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  on  Mondays  ;  Warwick  Road,  Solihull,  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Thurs¬ 
days  ;  47,  Henley  Street,  Stratford-on-Avon,  from  2  p.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  on  Fridays  ;  and 
the  School  Clinic,  9,  Holland  Street,  Sutton  Coldfield  is  usually  open  on  a  Monday  in 
each  month,  the  actual  dates  and  times  being  arranged  to  suit  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Sutton  Coldfield  and  his  staff. 
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54.  Dr.  West  resigned  his  post  as  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  early  in  the  year  and  Dr. 
Ogg,  who  was  appointed  in  his  place,  commenced  duties  on  the  1st  April,  1929.  Dr. 
Gerber  resigned  his  post  as  Assistant  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium 
in  September,  and  Dr.  MacMillan  was  appointed  in  his  place.  He  also  resigned  before 
the  end  of  the  year  and  Dr.  Scott  was  appointed  as  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer, 
and  Dr.  Vince  was  appointed  Junior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in  November,  1929,  the 
post  of  clinical  assistant  being  abolished. 

55.  The  number  of  beds  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium  is  now  195,  and  the  number  of  beds 
provided  in  Hospitals  by  the  Joint  Committee  for  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  35.  A 
few  suitable  patients  are  sent  to  colonies  for  treatment  and  training. 

56.  During  the  summer  of  1929,  the  waiting  list  of  patients  for  Sanatorium  treatment 
was  very  long,  and  in  August  I  was  instructed  to  make  arrangements  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  a  number  of  patients  up  to  a  maximum  of  25  in  outside  Sanatoria.  Beds  -were 
obtained  at  the  Liverpool  Sanatorium,  Frodsham,  Cheshire,  and  seven  Warwickshire 
patients  were  admitted  to  this  Sanatorium  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year. 

57.  In  addition  to  the  following  tables  which  give  the  usual  information  about  the  War¬ 
wickshire  patients  dealt  with  under  the  Joint  Committee’s  scheme,  further  tables  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report  (Tables  E.  and  F.)

60.  Details  as  to  the  immediate  results  of  treatment  will  be  found  in  Table  F  of  the 
appendix  to  this  Report. 

61.  Contributions  by  Patients. — The  Treasurer  informs  me  that  during  the  year  the  total 
amount  received  from  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  patients  was  £443  7s.  lOd.  The  amount 
received  in  1928  was  £376  18s.  lid.,  in  1927  £269  19s.  Id.,  and  in  1926,  £266  5s.  3d. 

62.  Sputum  Examination. — Of  the  245  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  191  had 
tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum,  and  in  54  cases,  the  bacilli  were  not  found,  or  the  patients 
had  no  sputum.  Sixty-two  specimens  of  sputum  from  County  patients  were  examined  in 
the  laboratory  of  the  Chief  Dispensary,  and  675  specimens  of  Sputum  were  sent  to  the 
laboratory  at  Birmingham  University  from  patients  attending  the  Dispensaries. 

63.  Children. — Four  hundred  and  thirty-two  (432)  children  (up  to  15  years  of  age) 
were  examined  at  the  Dispensaries — 225  boys  and  207  girls.  Ten  of  these  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  28  from  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Of  the  remainder,  5  were  doubtful  cases,  and  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
while  389  children  showed  no  definite  evidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  Pulmonary  cases 
were  classified  into  Stage  1 — 9  ;  Stage  2 — 1  ;  Stage  3 — 0. 

64.  Shelters. — The  number  of  shelters  available  for  the  County  is  61.  The  Joint  Committee 
own  34  of  these.  The  number  in  use  by  Warwickshire  patients  on  the  31st  December, 
1929,  was  45.  During  the  year,  17  shelters  were  removed  on  ceasing  to  be  required,  and 
21  were  erected  at  new  addresses. 

65.  Contacts.— Routine  examination  of  contacts  was  continued.  The  number  of  contacts 
examined  in  1929  was  363,  the  number  in  1928  being  323.  This  increase  is  satisfactory, 
the  number  having  risen  from  266  in  1927  to  363  in  1929.

66.  Dispensary  Treatment. — The  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  Dispensaries  for 
some  form  of  treatment  in  1929  was  115.  In  1928  the  number  v/as  76.  Although  the 
number  is  not  large,  the  attendances  made  by  some  of  these  patients  are  considerable. 
During  the  year  four  patients  having  artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  made  71  attendances 
at  three  dispensaries. 

67.  X-Ray  Examinations. — The  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  of  County  patients  made 
during  the  year  at  the  Chief  Dispensary  was  620.  Six  hundred  and  fourteen  (614)  exam¬ 
inations  of  the  chest  were  made,  and  six  examinations  of  other  parts.  There  were  610 
screen  examinations  and  10  photographs  were  taken.  In  1928  the  number  of  examinations 

was  647. 

68.  Dental  Treatment. — Particulars  of  the  dental  treatment  given  at  the  Memorial  Sana¬ 
torium  appear  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Three  patients  on 
domiciliary  Treatment  had  dental  treatment  during  the  year. 
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69.  After  Care. — There  were  106  applications  for  help.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  was  able

70.  Extra  Nourishment. — The  Joint  Committee  continued  to  grant  extra  nourishment  to 
suitable  cases.  Their  expenditure  must  not  exceed  £2  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  their 
area.  During  the  year,  the  Committee  granted  extra  nourishment  to  29  patients.  Grants 
ceased  to  30  patients  during  the  period  under  consideration,  and  there  were  30  patients 
having  extra  diet  on  the  31st  December,  1929.  The  Treasurer  informs  me  that  the  sum 
of  £373  8s.  8d.  was  spent  on  extra  nourishment  for  Warwickshire  patients  and  £281  3s. 
2d.  for  Coventry  patients  during  the  year.  In  1928,  the  amount  spent  for  the  whole  Joint 
Committee’s  area  was  £606  3s.  6d.,  and  in  1927  £573  3s.  4d.  As  a  general  rule  the  Com¬ 
mittee  do  not  give  extra  nourishment  to  patients  whose  total  family  income,  after  deducting 
the  rent,  exceeds  10s.  per  head  per  week.  Cases  of  extreme  poverty  which  can  only  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Guardians  are  referred  to  them. 

71.  Nurse  Shaw  (the  Tuberculosis  Nurse)  visited  166  patients  in  their  homes,  42  of  these 
visits  being  i  o  discharged  ex-service  men.  The  number  of  similar  visits  made  by  the  County 
Health  Visitors  was  1,495,  74  of  which  were  to  discharged  ex-service  men. 

72.  Payment  of  Patients’  Travelling  Expenses. —  The  Joint  Committee  have  power  to  pay 
the  travelling  expenses  of  necessitous  patients  between  their  homes  and  Dispensaries  and 
Sanatoria,  and  during  1929  the  sum  of  £29  8s.  Id.  was  spent  on  County  patients.  This 
amount  does  not  take  into  account  any  expenses  in  connection  with  the  ambulances  at 
the  Memorial  Sanatorium. 

73.  Co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners  continued  on  a  satisfactory  basis. 

74.  The  following  information  relating  to  the  incidence  of,  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis, 
and  the  provision  made  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  may  be  of  interest.  The  in¬ 
formation  is  taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  the  year  1928. 


75.  The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  fell  from  90,573  in 
1918,  to  77,881  in  1928.  The  number  for  1928  was,  however,  only  8  less  than  for  1927. 
The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  tuberculosis  fell  from  58,073  in  1918  to  36,623  in 
1928.  The  deaths  in  1928  were  1,5,50  fewer  than  in  1927. 

76.  In  Eqgland  at  the  beginning  of  April,  1929,  tuberculosis  work  was  being  carried 
out  in  473  Dispensaries,  and  in  addition  73  other  premises  were  approved  for  special 
forms  of  treatment,  including  orthopaedics.  The  number  of  approved  Residential  Institu¬ 
tions  on  that  date  was  494,  providing  23,260  beds.  There  were  other  hospitals  approved 
for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  but  the  number  of  beds  provided  is  not  available.

77.  Staff  Ex-Patients. — There  are  now  seven  ex-patients  on  the  Staff — 1  Typist,  1  Dis¬ 
penser,  1  Chauffeur,  3  Porters,  and  1  Painter.  It  is  hoped  that  more  permanent  employment 
may  be  found  at  the  Sanatorium  for  suitable  patients  who  have  completed  treatment, 
by  establishing  workshops  for  the  production  of  marketable  goods. 

78.  Buildings. — The  Memorial  Windows  in  the  Sanctuary  were  dedicated  by  the  Ven. 
the  Archdeacon  of  Warwick  in  October.  The  windows  and  mural  decorations  have  added 
considerably  to  the  beauty  of  the  Chapel. 

The  Sanitary  Spur  to  the  Children’s  Pavilion  has  been  completed,  and  is  proving 
to  be  a  great  asset. 

The  painting  of  the  pavilions  and  main  buildings  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  Most 
of  the  work  is  being  done  by  patients  under  the  direction  of  an  ex-patient  who  has  been 
placed  on  the  Staff.  The  buildings  are  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  although  work  is  con¬ 
tinually  being  carried  out  to  keep  the  structure  in  good  condition. 

79.  Engineer’s  Department. — The  Engineer  reports  : — The  Electrical  Department  has  been 
called  upon  to  supply  a  further  increase  in  its  output,  the  Institution  having  consumed 
32,009  units  during  the  year.  The  recorded  increase  is  3,170  units  over  the  preceding  year. 
This  is  due  to  the  addition  of  two  new  pavilions,  and  the  increase  in  Artificial  Sunlight 
Treatment.  The  engines  have  stood  up  to  their  duties  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
The  battery  is  now  in  good  condition.  The  Electrical  Clock  and  Internal  Telephone  Sy¬ 
stem  continue  to  give  good  service. 

80.  School. — Miss  Hancox  continues  in  charge  of  the  School.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  from  the  1st  April,  1928,  to  the  31st  March,  1929,  was  9,928,  the  maximum 
attendance  being  61,  and  the  minimum  being  23  for  any  one  day. 

The  Schoolroom  has  been  connected  to  the  main  wireless  set  for  the  reception  of 
school  programmes. 

81.  Patients. — Necessitous  patients  continue  to  be  helped  by  grants  of  clothing  from  the 
fund  provided  by  the  Committee,  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Coventry  Charity 
Organization  Society,  and  the  United  Services  Fund. 

During  the  year  12  patients  received  boots  and  clothing  from  the  Committee  at  a 
cost  of  £27  13s.  9d. 

Voluntary  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  during  1929  amounted  to 

£214  Is.

Experimental  work  had  to  be  discontinued  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  dysentery 
amongst  the  guinea-pigs. 

X-Ray  Work. — During  the  year  we  have  made  : — 

2,260  Screen  examinations. 

180  Photographs  (including  6  Bismuth  Meals  and  3  Lipiodal  Injections). 

In  determining  the  most  beneficial  treatment  we  depend  very  largely  on  good  X-ray 
photographs.  Occasionally  we  are  able  to  take  moderately  good  films  with  the  present 
apparatus,  but  often  the  results  are  variable  and  poorly  defined.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  improve  our  technique  at  the  least  possible  expense,  but  it  may  be  necessary  to 
replace  part  of  the  apparatus  in  order  to  standardise  our  work  with  that  of  other  institu¬ 
tions.

82.  In  many  cases,  a  combination  of  treatments  by  both  Carbon  Arc  and  Mercury  Vapour 
Lamps  has  been  given,  and  in  Lupus,  the  Kromayer  Lamp  has  been  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  Hanovia  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp.  The  application  of  both  long  and  short  rays 
has  been  found  more  beneficial  than  limiting  treatment  to  the  use  of  one  type  of  ray. 
Variable  results  have  been  obtained  in  treating  tuberculous  laryngitis,  but  the  two  cases 
treated  by  direct  application  of  the  ultra  voilet  rays  on  the  larynx  through  a  direct  Laryngo¬ 
scope  encourage  us  to  proceed  with  this  treatment  in  the  future.  Some  particularly  good 
results  have  been  obtained  in  cases  of  Peritonitis,  which  has  occurred  as  a  complication  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  In  Rheumatoid  affections,  it  was  found  that  superior  results  are 
obtained  by  using  the  Hanovia  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp  and  the  Solux  Lamp  than  with  the 
latter  alone.  Our  results  in  Peripheral  Glands  confirm  the  work  of  other  observers,  but  we 
have  noted  that  when  the  light  treatment  is  given  in  conjunction  with  Tuberculin,  in  these 
cases  the  exposures  have  to  be  shortened  by  half  the  usual  time,  otherwise  severe  local 
reactions  often  occur. 


83.  Ward  Industries. — Patients  who  are  unable  to  proceed  with  gradual  exercise  are  given 
work  under  the  Ward  Industry  Scheme.  Rug  making,  raffia  work  and  basket  work  have 
been  established,  and,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Dodd,  a  considerable  amount  of  good 
work  has  been  executed.  When  sufficient  articles  have  been  made,  a  sale  will  be  arranged, 
and  eventually  we  hope  to  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  Mrs.  Fowler’s  kind  offer  of  a 
show  window  in  the  Parade. 


84.  Conclusion. — The  year  has  been  devoted  to  the  re-organisation  of  the  services  of  the 

Institution  to  cope  with  the  increased  number  of  patients  under  treatment.  Extra  work 
has  been  imposed  on  all  departments,  particularly  in  Engineering  and  Artificial  Sunlight 
work. 

Treatment  has  been  continued  along  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  The  therap¬ 
eutic  value  of  sanocrysin  has  been  more  clearly  defined,  and  although  it  cannot  in  any  sense 
be  considered  as  a  specific  remedy  for  tuberculosis,  it  is  valuable  in  turning  the  balance 
in  certain  cases  from  a  hopeless  to  a  moderately  good  prognosis.  This  is  particularly 
true  when  the  drug  is  combined  with  other  forms  of  treatment. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  still  holds  a  place  in  the  first  rank  in  producing  good 
results,  and  in  a  number  of  cases,  it  has  been  applied  with  success  to  cases  with  both  lungs 
affected. 

Tuberculosis  of  the  Larynx  has  been  frequent,  and  no  effort  has  been  spared  in  apply¬ 
ing  all  known  treatments  to  patients  suffering  from  this  terrible  form  of  the  infection. 
Failures  to  produce  good  results  have  been  many.  Nevertheless,  it  is  felt  that  progress 
in  treatment  is  being  made,  and  that  each  year  brings  more  hope  to  those  afflicted  by 
this  distressing  malady.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

85.  Very  full  use  has  again  been  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  facilities  provided 
by  the  County  Council  for  the  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Swabs  for  Diphtheria,  Blood 
for  Typhoid,  Sputum  for  Tubercle,  etc.,  to  assist  them  in  their  diagnosis  and  so  help  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  During  the  year  under  review  there  were  4,802  such 
examinations,  and  of  these  2,841  were  on  account  of  suspected  Diphtheria.  Only  603 
examinations  were  made  of  swabs  from  Diphtheria  contacts. 

86  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  while  so  many  as  2,841  swabs  were  taken  in  cases  of 
suspected  Diphtheria,  only  435  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  actually  notified  There  were  there¬ 
fore  2,406  swabs  taken  that  gave  a  negative  result  It  must  be  remembered,  however, 
that  it  is  the  common  practice  of  doctors  in  attendance  on  Diphtheria  patients  to  require 
at  least  two  negative  swabs  before  declaring  the  case  free  from  infection 

87  It  is  found,  therefore,  that  the  majority  of  the  swabs  are  submitted  from  Infectious 
Disease  Hospitals  where  Diphtheria  cases  are  admitted  There  is  difference  of  opinion 
among  experts  as  to  the  need  or  otherwise  for  so  much  swabbing,  but  the  practitioner 
believing  in  “  safety  first  ”  continues  the  practice  for  his  own  protection  as  well  as  for 
the  safety  of  the  public,  consequently  the  figures  remain  high  for  this  particular  examina¬ 
tion

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

91.  Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  has  been  continued  as  formerly  at  (1)  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  Leamington  ;  (2)  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry  ;  (3)  the 
General  Hospital,  Birmingham  ;  (4)  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby  ;  and  (5)  the  Nun¬ 
eaton  V.D.  Clinic. 

92.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  year  under  review  268  new  cases  received 
treatment  as  compared  with  276  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  this  service  amounts 
to  approximately  £2.200  per  annum,  the  cost  per  case  being  accordingly  £8  4s.  Od.  Only 
one-fourth  of  this  falls  directly  upon  the  County  Council.

93.  Institutional  Treatment  of  Unmarried  Mothers. — Although  suitable  cases  in  the  past 
have  been  admitted  both  to  the  Venereal  Disease  Hostel,  Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton, 
and  to  St.  Mary’s  Home,  Leicester,  no  case  was  admitted  to  either  Institution  during  the 
year  under  review. 

94.  Venereal  Disease  Propaganda. — During  the  week  commencing  January  27th,  1930, 
a  successful  Educational  Campaign  was  held  with  the  help  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene 
Council  at  Nuneaton,  Bedworth,  Stratford-on-Avon,  Solihull  and  Warwick.  With  the 
services  of  Mr.  H.  V.  Wilkins,  a  representative  from  that  Council,  Meetings  were  organised 
at  each  of  the  above  towns,  where  suitable  films  were  shewn  and  addresses  given  by  Medical 
Men,  and  also  by  Mr.  Wilkins.  The  films  shewn  were  “  Deferred  Payment  ”  and  “  The 
Student’s  Lesson,”  the  former  being  shewn  to  mixed  audiences,  and  the  latter  to  men  only. 

There  was  a  total  of  over  2,000  attendances  at  the  Meetings,  and  a  large  quantity  of 
suitable  literature  was  sold,  and  many  leaflets  were  distributed  free.  The  audiences  shewed 
keen  interest  in  the  films,  and  listened  attentively  to  the  addresses. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

95.  Inspection  of  Midwives. — There  were  157  Midwives  practising  in  the  County  during 
the  year  as  against  156  in  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  93  have  been  inspected 
by  the  County  Inspectors  of  Midwives,  these  being  mostly  independent  practising  Midwives 
and  Midwives  attached  to  Nursing  Associations  unaffiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion.  In  addition  48  have  been  inspected  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing 
Association,  these  Midwives  being  attached  to  Nursing  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County 
Nursing  Association,  and  16  Midwives  living  outside  the  Administrative  County  but  practis¬ 
ing  in  it,  have  been  inspected  by  other  County  or  County  Borough  Authorities. 

96.  Of  the  Midwives  inspected  139  were  trained  and  18  were  bona-fide.  The  number  of 
bona-fide  Midwives  has  fallen  from  21  in  the  previous  year,  owing  to  death  in  one  instance 
and  resignation  in  two. 

97.  The  name  of  one  Midwife  was  removed  from  the  Roll  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
owing  to  failure  to  notify  and  to  call  in  Medical  Help  in  a  case  of  discharging  eyes. 

98.  Seven  Midwives  resigned  to  take  up  other  work  and  one  left  the  district. 
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99.  Suspension  on  account  of  infection  was  necessitated  in  3  cases,  compensation  being 
paid  by  the  County  Council  to  the  amount  of  £5  6s.  6d. 

559  visits  have  been  paid  to  Midwives,  and  of  these  367  were  inspections  of  bags,  app¬ 
liances,  registers,  etc.  An  analysis  of  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  of  Midwives,  compiled  by 
Miss  M.  S.  Lowe,  Superintendent  of  Inspectors  of  Midwives,  is  shewn  on  Table  H  of  the 
Appendix. 

100.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  3,174  confinements,  or  54  per  cent.,  were  attended  by 
Midwives  alone,  1,032  were  attended  as  Maternity  cases  with  a  Doctor  present,  the  remainder 
— 1,615,  or  27  per  cent.,  being  attended  by  Doctors  either  alone  or  with  the  help  of  Nurses 
or  other  persons  unqualified  to  practice  midwifery.  There  is  surely  little  excuse  now  for  the 
engagement  during  confinement  of  nurses  or  other  persons  who  are  not  trained  and  certified 
as  Midwives.  Most  districts  have  available  for  the  public  trained  Midwives  either  practising 
independently  or  attached  to  a  District  Nursing  Association.  In  the  case  of  the  latter 
facility,  the  practice  of  District  Midwifery  as  opposed  to  Resident  Midwifery  nursing,  is  an 
essential  requirement,  and  in  order  to  render  this  service  the  more  useful  to  the  local  com¬ 
munity  it  is  desirable  that  the  rules  still  obtaining  in  some  instances,  of  maternity  nursing 
being  available  to  subscribers  only,  should  be  altered.  It  is  possible  that  at  no  distant  date 
there  may  be  introduced  a  National  or  Public  Maternity  Service  on  the  lines  indicated 
by  the  British  Medical  Association,  but  until  that  materialises  much  can  be  done  to  improve 
our  present  Midwifery  service  by  encouraging  the  employment  of  trained  Midwives,  par¬ 
ticularly  along  with  a  Doctor,  who  after  all  must  be  summoned  by  a  Midwife  when  attend¬ 
ing  by  herself  a  case  that  deviates  at  all  from  the  normal.  Financial  difficulties  arising 
through  the  employment  of  both  Doctor  and  Midwife  and  given  frequently  as  a  reason 
for  the  employment  of  unqualified  persons,  might  be  overcome  by  the  Local  Authority 
guaranteeing  the  Midwife’s  fee  in  accordance  with  power  granted  under  Mem.  M.  and  C.W.4, 
dated  August,  1918.  A  Public  Maternity  Service  would,  however,  meet  such  cases  and  would 
without  doubt  give  security  to  many  an  expectant  mother  at  that  critical  and  expensive 
time  of  confinement 

101  County  Nursing  Association — The  following  extracts  from  the  12th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Warwickshire  County  Nursing  Association  for  the  year  1929-30  are  of  interest 

“  Although  no  new  Associations  have  been  formed  during  the  year,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  done  in  the  way  of  re-organisation.  The  Stockton  Associa¬ 
tion  has  extended  its  area  to  include  the  parishes  of  Hill,  Leamington  Hastings,  Broadwell, 
and  Kytes  Hardwick.  The  Harbury  Association  has  re-organised,  and  instead  ofworking 
under  the  C.B.N.A.  rules  it  is  now  running  a  District  Nurse,  and  has  extended  its  area  to 
include  the  parish  of  Ladbroke.  The  Whitley  and  Binley  Association  is  employing  two 
Nurse-Midwives  as  against  one.  An  extra  Queen’s  Nurse  has  been  appointed  to  Rugby  ; 
these  appointments  having  been  justified.  Clifton  and  Newton  Association  affiliated. 
Rowington  D.N.A.  has  been  in  abeyance  since  the  end  of  November  through  lack  of  funds, 
but  has  been  re-organised  and  appointed  a  Nurse  to  commence  duty  in  May.  Eight  Associ¬ 
ations  have  now  provided  their  Nurses  with  cars,  and  four  with  motor  cycles.  Miss  Violet 
Watson  most  generously  presented  an  Austin  Seven  Saloon  Car,  tax  and  insurance  paid  to 
the  end  of  the  year,  to  the  Balsall  District  Nursing  Association. 

Grants  have  been  received  as  heretofore  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  County 
Council,  the  B.R.C.S.,  the  Queen’s  Institute,  and  the  Joint  Warwickshire  and  Coventry 
Tuberculosis  Committee  ;  the  grants  for  the  visiting  of  tuberculosis  patients  are  much 
appreciated  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 

If  those  who  know  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  where  nursing  is  needed  would  persuade 
the  family  to  send  at  once  for  the  District  Nurse,  they  would  be  performing  a  public 
service. 

The  Associations  doing  Midwifery  and  Maternity  work  have  all  received  grants  accord¬ 
ing  to  amount  of  work  done,  and  special  grants  were  paid  to  four  Associations  needing 
help  for  various  reasons. 
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We  have  now  48  affiliated  Associations  employing  60  Nurses  : —

102  The  usual  grants  will  be  continued  to  be  paid  to  the  County  Nursing  Association 
under  Sec.  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  scheme  including  an  annual  pay¬ 
ment  for  the  three  years  1930  to  1933  of  £1,456.  This  is  in  respect  of  Midwifery  work  carried 
out  by  the  various  District  Nursing  Associations,  grants  towards  the  cost  of  the  County 
Nursing  Association  Staff,  the  provision  of  Midwives  under  Circular  559  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  grants  towards  the  formation  of  new  Associations  or  extension  of  existing  Associa¬ 
tions,  and  part  cost  of  post-certificate  instructional  courses  for  practising  Midwives  (three 
each  year). 


103.  Newnham  Benefit  Nursing  Association. — In  addition  to  the  above  grants  to  the 
County  Nursing  Association,  the  Scheme  includes  an  annual  grant  of  £174  to  the  Newnham 
Benefit  Nursing  Association  towards  the  midwifery  services  provided  by  that  un-affiliated 
Association.  There  are  10  Midwives  on  th;s  staff,  the  district  covered  extending  from 
Bulkington  and  Burton  Hastings  in  the  North,  to  Birdingbury  and  Leamington  Hastings 
in  the  South,  excluding  Wolston.  Rugby.  Long  Lawford,  Hillmorton,  Dunchurch  and 
Clifton,  where  there  are  District  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.

104.  Maternal  Mortality  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  Accidents  and  Diseases  of  Pregnancy  and 
Parturition. — Twenty-five  maternal  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  15  from  Puer¬ 
peral  Sepsis  and  10  from  other  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy  and  parturition,  giving 
a  maternal  death-rate  of  4.2  per  1,000  births  as  compared  with  4.5  in  the  previous  year. 
This  rate  is,  unfortunately,  still  high,  4  per  1,000  births  being  the  mean  of  the  last  25  years. 
The  case  mortality  of  Puerperal  Fever  is  also  high — 50  per  cent — there  having  been  30 
notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  15  deaths. 
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105.  There  were,  however,  in  addition  55  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  many  of  which 
were  no  doubt  septicaemic  in  character,  so  that  the  true  case  mortality  was  probably  rather 
less  than  50  per  cent. 


106.  Under  the  Public  Health  (Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia)  Regulations  it 
is  incumbent  upon  Medical  Practitioners  to  notify  all  cases  of  Pyrexia  or  Feverishness  from 
whatever  cause  in  Lying-in  women,  provided  the  temperature  has  reached  100. 4°F.  for  a 
period  of  24  hours,  or  has  recurred  during  that  period,  such  notification  having  as  its 
object  the  discovery  of  infection  in  parturient  women  and  so  enabling  the  Local  Authority 
to  take  appropriate  action  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  All  notifications  of  Pyrexia 
have  accordingly  been  enquired  into,  by  reference  to  the  Medical  Practitioner  concerned, 
and  steps  have  been  taken  where  necessary  to  suspend  the  Midwife  associated  with  the 
case  until  freedom  from  infection  is  assured. 

107.  Under  these  Regulations  22  cases  have  been  admitted  to  Hospital  under  the  County 
Scheme  as  compared  with  8  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  22  cases — 5  were  admitted  to  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital  ;  9  to 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  ;  4  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby  ;  and  4  to  the 
General  Hospital,  Birmingham. 

A  second  opinion  was  sought  in  9  cases  and  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been 
undertaken  in  6  instances. 


108.  Ante- Natal  Clinics. — There  are  at  present  7  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  staffed  by  the  Assist¬ 
ant  County  Medical  Officers.  These  Clinics,  with  the  exception  of  that  at  the  County 
Maternity  Home,  Rugby,  are  held  in  Infant  Welfare  Centre  premises,  but  during  a  Separate 
Session  ;  283  patients  attended  the  Clinics  during  the  year  and  817  attendances  were  regis¬ 
tered.

109.  Medical  Help  for  Midwives. — There  were  issued  during  the  year  925  Notices  of 
Medical  Help  as  compared  with  949  in  1928,  1,005  in  1927,  990  in  1926,  and  885  in 
1925.  Of  these  Notices,  Medical  Practitioners  submitted  as  Claims  488,  amounting  to 
£639  16s.  6d.  That  means  that  437  claims  representing  approximately  £611  16s.  Od.  were 
not  submitted  at  all  to  the  County  Council,  but  were  recovered  from  the  patients  privately 
by  the  Doctors  concerned. 

110.  Since  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  authorises  Local  Supervising  Authorities  to  recover 
the  fee  from  the  patient  or  from  the  husband  or  other  person  liable  to  maintain  the  patient 
according  to  their  means,  contributions  amounting  to  £157  18s.  6d.  were  assessed  during 
the  year,  and  up  to  the  31st  December,  1929,  £98  10s.  6d.  was  received  from  patients, 
leaving  a  balance  of  £59  8s.  Od.  still  to  be  collected  during  1930.  At  the  time  of  going  to 
print,  however,  a  considerable  amount  of  this  money  has  already  been  received. 
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111.  Fees  amounting  to  £175  10s.  6d.  were  remitted  from  patients  regarded  as  necessitous 
in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  Income  Scale.  Fees  amounting  to  £43  13s.  6d.  in  respect 
of  38  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  cases  were  remitted,  such  procedure  being  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  Circular  61 7A.  on  the  Notification  and  Treatment  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

112.  During  the  year  under  review,  outstanding  fees  have  been  collected  amounting  to 
£37  18s.  6d.  in  respect  of  the  year  1928,  the  total  collected  being  £136  9s.  Od.  as  compared 
with  £153  11s.  3d.  in  1928,  and  £115  3s.  Od.  in  1927. 

113.  Complicated  Maternity  Cases. — Arrangements  are  now  in  operation  for  the  admission 
of  complicated  maternity  cases  to  (1)  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry  ; 
(2)  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  ;  (3)  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby  ;  and  (4) 
the  Nuneaton  and  District  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton. 

114.  Admissions  in  this  connection  are  arranged  through  my  Department,  except  in  the 
case  of  an  emergency,  when  the  patient  is  admitted  on  the  request  of  the  Practitioner 
in  attendance,  notification  being  immediately  sent  to  me  of  such  admission  by  the  Hospital 
Authorities  for  the  necessary  authorisation. 

115.  The  scheme  continues  to  work  smoothly,  and  during  the  year  under  review  79  such 
cases  were  admitted  to  the  above  Hospitals  as  compared  with  70  in  1928  ;  91  in  1927  ; 
65  in  1926  ;  and  46  in  1925.  Of  the  79  cases,  37  were  admitted  to  the  Coventry  and  War¬ 
wickshire  Hospital  ;  27  to  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  ;  14  to  the  Hospital  of 
St.  Cross,  Rugby,  and  1  to  the  Nuneaton  and  District  General  Hospital. 


1 16.  The  total  cost  of  the  79  cases  was  £750  13s  Od.,  and  towards  this  contributions  accord¬ 
ing  to  Scale  have  been  recovered  from  patients  amounting  to  £135  9s.  10d.,  leaving  a 
balance  of  £114  10s.  6d.  still  to  be  collected  during  1930.  At  the  time  of  going  to  press, 
however,  a  considerable  amount  of  this  money  has  already  been  received. 


117.  During  the  year  under  review,  outstanding  fees  have  been  collected  amounting  to 
£14  7s.  7d.,  in  respect  of  the  year  1928,  the  total  collected  being  £149  17s.  5d.,  as  compared 
with  £204  2s.  3d.  in  1928. 

Work  of  Health  Visitors  under  Notification  of  Births  Acts,  Etc. 

(Table  G.) 

118.  Health  Visiting  Staff. — During  the  year  under  review  the  strength  of  the  Health 
Visiting  Staff  remained  at  seventeen  ;  Miss  M.  S.  Lowe,  M.B.E.,  Superintendent,  fifteen 
Health  Visitors  having  definite  districts  and  one — Mrs.  Dent — acting  as  Relief  Health 
Visitor.  Early  in  the  present  year,  however,  the  Council  authorised  the  appointment 
of  two  additional  Health  Visitors,  which  will  then  bring  the  staff  up  to  nineteen. 

119.  Through  the  appointment  by  the  Education  Committee  of  three  Dental  Attendants, 
the  Health  Visitors  in  future  will  be  relieved  very  largely  of  Dental  Nursing,  thus  allowing 
their  services  to  be  utilised  in  other  directions.  This  relief  is  indeed  very  necessary  when 
it  is  recalled  that  there  are  now  36  Infant  Welfare  Centres  to  be  staffed,  9  Minor  Ailments 
Clinics,  Eye  Clinics,  6  Branch  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries,  attendance  at  Medical  Inspection 
with  five  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  Home  Visiting  of  Births  and  of  children  up  to  5  years 
of  age,  Infant  Protection  visiting,  Home  Visiting  of  Tuberculosis  cases,  Home  Visiting  of 
School  Children  found  defective  at  Medical  Inspection,  Home  Visiting  of  Expectant  and 
Nursing  Mothers  in  receipt  of  free  milk,  and  Inspection  of  Midwives,  a  multiplicity  of  activi¬ 
ties  carried  out  by  each  Health  Visitor  in  her  own  allotted  district. 
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120.  Infant  Visiting. — Although  5,821  births  were  registered  in  the  whole  Administrative 
County,  only  4,332  were  registered  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County,  that  is  ex¬ 
cluding  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield.  Of  this  number  the  County  Health 
Visitors  paid  first  home  visits  to  2,550,  and  during  the  first  twelve  months  4,374  re-visits 
were  paid  to  these  infants.  It  will  be  noticed  that  1,782  of  the  registered  births  were  in  houses 
where  health  visiting  was  not  called  for.  Children  between  the  ages  of  12  months  and  5 
years  have  also  been  visited  in  their  homes  in  addition  to  many  attendances  being  made 
at  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  To  this  important  group  of  children  944  first  visits  have  been 
paid  and  2,797  re-visits. 

121.  Home  visits  to  Infants  and  to  children  under  5  years  have  accordingly  numbered 
10,665  as  against  10,992  in  the  previous  year. 

122  The  average  number  of  visits  under  twelve  months  to  each  birth  was  three,  quite  a 
good  average  when  it  is  remembered  that  at  our  36  Infant  Welfare  Centres  there  were  1,371 
Infants  under  12  months  on  the  registers. 

123.  On  reference  to  the  tabulated  statement  on  Infents  Visited,  prepared  by  Miss  M.  S. 
Lowe,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and  shewn  in  the  Appendix,  Table  G,  it  will  be 
found  that  77  per  cent,  of  the  infants  visited  for  the  first  time  were  entirely  breast-fed, 
and  only  16  per  cent,  entirely  bottle-fed. 

124.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  three  long-tubed  bottles  were  discovered  out  of 

over  500  bottles  in  use.  It  is  surprising  how  these  antiquated  articles  still  survive,  but 

fortunate  that  they  are  so  extremely  rare. 

* 

125.  It  is  a  little  disappointing  to  find  that  only  in  62  per  cent,  there  was  no  comforter 
in  use.  The  dangers  of  such  a  device  are  constantly  being  put  to  the  mothers,  but  when 
it  is  found  that  an  improperly  fed  child,  or  a  badly  trained  child  obtained  some  satisfaction 
or  so  called  comfort  from  the  physiological  act  of  sucking,  and  this  comfort  is  shared  by  the 
parents,  then  the  use  of  such  a  device  can  perhaps  be  understood,  but  not  when  one  realises 
the  dangers  to  which  the  baby  is  being  subjected  through  the  possibility  of  contamination 
or  to  a  lesser  degree  of  disfigurement  and  subsequent  ill-health. 

126.  Only  in  54  instances  or  2  per  cent,  was  the  clothing  of  the  infants  described  as 
unsatisfactory. 

127.  Instructions  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  Mothers  were  carried  out  fully  in 
1,221  cases,  partly  in  991,  but  not  at  all  in  144. 

128.  Only  in  14  cases  was  neglect  so  serious  as  to  necessitate  report  to  the  N.S.P.C.C. 

129.  Housing  conditions  in  6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  dirty  and  in  a  similar  number 
some  insanitary  condition  was  reported  by  the  Health  Visitor  to  the  Sanitary  Authorities. 

130.  Infant  Welfare  Centres.— There  are  at  present  36  Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
in  the  County,  excluding  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield, 
the  last  Centre  opened  being  at  Bishops  Itchington.  The  opening  of  further  Centres  has 
been  deferred  pending  the  appointment  of  additional  Health  Visiting  Staff,  since  it  is  the 
practice  in  Warwickshire  for  each  Voluntary  Centre  to  have  as  Superintendent  a  County 
Health  Visitor,  thereby  linking  the  voluntary  activity  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme  of  the  County  Council. 

131.  As  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  is  now  being  increased  it  is  probable  that  new  Centres  will 
be  formed  during  the  coming  year,  in  some  instances  no  doubt  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Federation  of  Women’s  Institutes,  who  have  expressed  sympathy  with  and  shewn  mterest 
in  this  movement. 
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132.  During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  have  made  888  attendances  at  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  an  increase  of  55  over  the  previous  year. 

133.  There  were  on  the  registers  of  the  Centres  1,371  infants  under  12  months  and  2,500 
mothers.  The  latter  made  27,172  attendances,  and  there  were  31,330  attendances  of 
Infants  and  children  up  to  5  years  of  age. 

134.  The  Warwickshire  Federation  of  Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres. — At  the  end  of 
the  year  1929,  there  were  39  Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres  affiliated  to  the  Federation, 
four  from  the  City  of  Coventry,  one  from  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton,  and  the  remainder 
from  the  County  of  Warwick. 

135.  The  “  Mildred  Lowe  ”  Shield,  gained  last  year  after  the  first  contest  by  Bedworth 
Infant  Welfare  Centre,  has  this  year  been  won  by  New  Bilton  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  The 
Shield  wras  presented  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  to  the  successful  Centre  by  the  Countess 
of  Warwick. 

136.  On  September  30th,  the  Second  Annual  Conference  convened  by  the  Federation  was 
held  at  the  Shire  Hall,  Warwick,  and  was  attended  by  over  300  delegates  and  friends. 
The  following  subjects  were  dealt  with  by  various  speakers  : — 

1.  The  Evolution  of  Infant  Welfare  Work 

2.  Diseases  due  to  lack  of  dental  treatment. 

3  The  Nervous  Child. 

4.  A  Convalescent  Home  for  Mothers. 

5.  Insurance  Benefits. 

6.  Sunlight  and  Ultra-Violet  Rays. 

137.  An  Exhibition  of  health  activities  was  also  held  in  the  Shire  Hall  on  the  same  date, 
and  included  sections  on  Social  Hygiene,  Tuberculosis,  Health  Education,  and  Children’s 
garments,  the  latter  having  been  made  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  given  for  sale. 

138.  Health  Education. — The  celebration  of  National  Health  Week  was  again  observed 
in  the  County  during  the  week  commencing  October  6th,  although  some  associated  activities 
were  held  both  before  and  after  that  week. 


139.  The  co-operation  of  the  Local  Press  was  secured  by  the  publication  of  a  Health  Week 
Letter  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  emphasising  the  importance  of  individual  effort  in 
Health,  and  the  help  of  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  Religion  was  obtained  by  their  refer¬ 
ence  to  this  movement  in  the  Churches.  In  the  Elementary  Schools  special  talks  were 
given  to  the  children,  and  Health  Films  were  again  shewn  to  over  3,000  children  at  Ather- 
stone,  Stratford-on-Avon,  Bedworth,  Rugby  and  Warwick.  This  was  kindly  undertaken 
by  the  Warwickshire  Insurance  Committee,  who  also  supplied  suitable  Health  Posters 
and  Literature  for  distribution. 


140.  Special  Health  Talks  were  given  at  a  large  number  of  meetings  throughout  the 
County  by  Members  of  the  County  Medical,  Dental  and  Health  Visiting  Staffs,  and  in  some 
instances  by  special  lecturers  engaged  by  Committees  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres.

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141.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  find  increasing  interest  being  taken  in  the  Health  Movement 
generally,  not  only  in  the  towns  but  in  many  of  our  remote  villages,  where,  in  addition 
to  the  ministrations  of  our  County  Health  Visitors,  so  much  help  is  being  given  by  the 
Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  is  now  being  offered  by  the  Warwickshire  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Women’s  Institutes.  By  such  combined  effort  is  the  gospel  of  health  likely  to 
reach  a  large  number  of  the  community  hitherto  uncatered  for  through  lack  of  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  facilities  for  teaching.  The  Health  Education  movement  with  such  possibilities 
is,  therefore,  deserving  of  support  and  continued  encouragement.

143.  The  exemptions  previously  granted  in  the  case  of  the  following  Hospitals  were

144.  County  Maternity  Homes. — The  two  County  Maternity  Homes  at  Rugby  and  War¬ 
wick  continue  to  serve  a  useful  purpose,  179  cases  having  been  admitted  during  the  year 
under  review,  127  at  the  Rugby  Home  and  52  at  the  Warwick  Home,  as  against  146  and 
38  respectively  for  the  previous  year.  There  has  therefore  been  a  slight  reduction  in  ad¬ 
missions  to  Rugby,  but  an  increase  in  the  number  admitted  to  the  Warwick  Home. 


145.  At  the  Rugby  Maternity  Home  an  unfortunate  outbreak  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred 
at  the  end  of  February,  1929,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  immediately  notified  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  occurred  during  the  Influenza  epidemic  and  the  true  nature 
of  the  illness  was  masked  by  the  prevalence  of  Influenza  at  that  time.  Three  patients 
were  removed  to  Hospital,  where  one  subsequently  died.  Further  admissions  were  stopped 
immediately  the  infective  character  of  the  disease  was  established,  and  the  Home  was  com¬ 
pletely  emptied  on  March  6th.  Thorough  disinfection  was  then  carried  out  and  by 
March  10th  the  Home  was  again  ready  for  the  admission  of  Maternity  cases.  No  further 
trouble  occurred  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  1929,  but  in  March,  1930.  an  infective 
case  was  discovered  in  the  Home  that  led  to  a  similar  but  much  milder  outbreak  fortunately 
not  attended  by  a  fatal  result. 

146.  The  Warwick  Maternity  Home  has  been  particularly  free  from  infection  of  any  des¬ 
cription,  and  both  the  Sister  in  Charge  and  the  Doctors  in  attendance  are  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  this  excellent  record. 
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147.  The  following  reports  by  Miss  M.  S.  Lowe,  Superintendent,  who  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  these  Homes,  are  of  interest  since  they  indicate  in  detail  the 
various  associated  activities,  and  refer  to  the  excellent  maternity  service  that  has  been 
rendered  in  the  two  areas  during  the  last  ten  years. 

148.  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  3,  The  Butts,  Warwick. 

“  During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1929,  one  hundred  and  forty-six  cases  were 
attended  by  the  County  Midwives.  Of  these,  fifty-two  were  admitted  to  the  County 
Maternity  Home,  the  remainder  being  attended  on  the  district. 

“  The  average  duration  of  stay  in  the  wards  for  the  purpose  of  confinement  was 
fourteen  days.  Twenty-five  patients  received  ante-natal  or  post-natal  treatment,  totalling 
one  hundred  and  ninety  days,  giving  an  average  stay  of  seven  days. 

“  All  patients  benefited  very  much  for  the  ante  and  post-natal  treatment  received 
in  the  Home,  and  their  health  was  satisfactory  when  discharged. 

“  Ante- Natal  Clinics. — The  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  have  been  satis¬ 
factory.  One  hundred  new  patients  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  during  the  year,  and 
with  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  attendances  made  by  old  patients,  the  total  attendances 
were  two  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

“  Pupil  Midwives. — One  Pupil  Midwife  (A.  Payne)  sat  for  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
Examination  in  November,  and  was  successful  in  obtaining  her  Certificate.  In  accordance 
with  the  County  Scheme  for  free  training,  this  Midwife  is  due  to  serve  the  County  for 
another  year  with  a  small  salary  and  the  usual  allowances. 

“  The  difficulty  in  obtaining  Pupil  Midwives  is  still  very  great,  but  an  application  for 
free  training  for  1930  has  been  received  and  authorised. 

“  Infant  Welfare  Centre. — The  falling  birth  rate  is  already  apparent  in  the  numbers 
attending  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  In  the  year  ending  31/12/28,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirty-five  attendances  were  made,  with  two  hundred  and  two  Mothers’  names  on  the 
Register;  during  the  year  ending  31/12/29,  the  attendances  were  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty,  with  one  hundred  and  seventeen  Mothers’  names  on  the  Register. 

“  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Home  has  increased 
from  thirty-eight  during  the  year  ending  31/12/28,  to  fifty-two  during  the  current  year. 

“  The  County  Maternity  Home  has  now  completed  its  tenth  year  of  work,  and  I 
should  like  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  House  Committee  for  their  most  valuabe 
assistance  in  overcoming  any  difficulties  that  have  arisen. 

“  It  may  interest  the  House  Committee  to  know  that  during  the  ten  years,  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  cases  have  been  attended,  one  thousand  and  seventy-nine 
on  the  district,  and  three  hundred  and  twenty  in  the  Wards.  The  Maternal  Mortality 
rate  during  this  period  has  been  exceptionally  low.

149.  “  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  16,  Hillmorton  Road,  Rugby. 

“  During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1929,  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  Home. 

“  The  average  duration  of  stay  for  confinement  was  fourteen  days. 

“  In  addition,  twenty-one  patients  were  admitted  for  ante  or  post  natal  treatment, 
totalling  sixty-three  days,  making  an  average  stay  of  three  days. 

“  The  additional  days  spent  in  the  Home  for  ante  or  post  natal  treatment  proved  of 
great  value  to  the  patients. 
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“Ante-Natal  Clinic. — Ninety-three  new  patients  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and 
with  the  old  patients  already  on  the  book,  the  total  number  of  attendances  made  was 
three  hundred  and  twenty  four. 

“  Owing  to  the  great  lack  of  Pupil  Midwives  which  has  been  felt  throughout  the 
Country,  no  application  for  training  has  been  received. 

"  Infant  Welfare  Centre. — During  the  Autumn  the  Rugby  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
moved  into  larger  premises  as  the  numbers  had  become  too  great  for  accommodation  at 

the  Home. 

“  Alterations  and  Re-  Arrangements  in  the  Home. — The  Orthopaedic  Clinic  transferred 
its  activities  on  1st  April,  1929,  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross. 

"  A  new  up-to-date  sluice  has  been  installed  and  the  old  bath  for  patients  replaced  by 
a  modern  pattern.  The  Labour  Ward  has  been  removed  to  an  upper  floor  and  the  old 
Labour  Ward  is  now  used  as  a  Babies’  Nursery.  These  arrangements  have  proved  most 
satisfactory.  An  Isolation  Ward  has  been  provided  and  the  majority  of  rooms  have  been 
re-decorated. 

“  An  up-to-date  gas  cooker  has  been  purchased,  and  this  has  proved  a  great  boon,  also 
a  saving  of  gas. 

“  A  larger  room  has  become  available  for  the  Staff  Sitting  Room,  which  has  greatly 
added  to  the  comfort  of  the  Nurses. 

“  A  flat,  to  which  there  is  a  separate  entrance,  has  been  obtained  next  door  for 
sleeping  accommodation  for  the  Nurses. 

“  The  Home  has  now  been  opened  ten  years,  and  during  this  time  I  have  had  the 
entire  support  of  the  Committee,  for  which  I  would  like  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks.  The 
work  has  increased  considerably,  which  proves  that  the  efforts  made  to  meet  the  need 
of  those  mothers  who  cannot  be  conveniently  confined  at  home,  have  been  very  much  appre¬ 
ciated.

Supply  of  Milk  to  Mothers  and  Infants. 

150.  This  service  has  been  continued  as  formerly,  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  necessitous 
nursing  and  expectant  mothers.  Careful  enquiry  is  made  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicants  by  the  County  Health  Visiting  Staff,  and  each  application  is  scrutinised  by  myself, 
suitable  cases  then  being  referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Milk  Supply  Sub-Committee 
for  his  authorisation. 


151.  A  sum  of  £600  is  allocated  for  this  purpose.

157.  Although  43  cases  were  notified  in  the  Administrative  County  only  34  occurred 
within  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County. 

158.  Information  was  received  from  the  Midwives  during  the  year  of  58  cases  of  Inflamma¬ 
tion  of  the  Eyes,  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  Of  these  twelve 
occurred  in  the  Boroughs  of  Leamington  Spa  and  Nuneaton,  and  were  followed  up  by 
their  own  Health  Visiting  Staff.  The  County  Health  Visitors  paid  36  first  visits  to  cases 
occurring  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County,  and  52  re-visits.  Most  of  the 
cases  were  very  mild  in  character  and  all  recovered  without  damage  to  eyesight.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

160.  Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  Crippling  Defects  throughout  the  County  have  during 
the  year  under  review  been  still  further  developed  by  the  opening  on  the  10th  August, 
1929,  of  the  Tamworth  and  District  Voluntary  Orthopaedic  Clinic  in  the  Northern  part 
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of  the  County.  This  Clinic  is  linked  up  with  the  Warwickshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for 
Children,  Coleshill,  is  staffed  by  Sisters  from  that  Hospital  and  is  supervised  by  Mr. 
Naughton  Dunn,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  with  Mr.  Allan  as  Surgeon  in  regular  attendance 
at  the  Clinic.  It  is  held  weekly  on  premises  at  the  Tamworth  General  Hospital,  and 
serves  the  Tamworth  Rural  District  and  part  of  Atherstone  Rural  District. 


161.  The  Clinics  now  participating  in  the  County  Scheme  are  (1)  Birmingham  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Out-Patient  Clinic,  (2)  Banbury  (Oxfordshire),  (3)  Coleshill,  (4)  Coventry  and  District 
Crippled  Children’s  Guild,  (5)  Nuneaton  Municipal  Clinic,  (6)  Rugby,  (7)  Redditch  (Worces¬ 
tershire),  (8)  Stratford-on-Avon,  (9)  Tamworth  and  District,  and  (10)  Warwick  (branch 
Clinic  from  Coventry). 


162.  The  principal  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  serving  the  above  Clinics  are  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  Children,  Coleshill,  and  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Northampton,  with  in  addition,  the  Birmingham  Royal  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  the  Hospital 
of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  for  short  duration  cases,  and  the  Headington  Hospital,  Oxford,  for 
cases  from  the  extreme  south  of  the  County. 


163.  In  order  to  complete  the  Clinic  facilities  throughout  the  County  it  is  felt  that  one 
further  Clinic  should  be  provided  at  Solihull  to  serve  a  rapidly  developing  district  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Birmingham.  It  is  probable  this  will  materialise  during  the  coming  year. 
The  need  for  this  is  emphasised  when  it  is  appreciated  that  at  the  present  time  there  are 
40  cases  from  this  district  on  the  Register  of  the  Birmingham  out-patient  Clinic,  and  in 
all  probability  many  more  cases  would  be  discovered  if  local  facilities  were  provided  for 
examination  and  treatment.  Further,  there  is  the  important  question  of  after-care,  which 
could  be  attended  to  much  more  effectually  through  a  local  clinic  than  through  the  Birm¬ 
ingham  out-patient  Clinic  in  Broad  Street.  Such  a  Clinic  would  no  doubt  be  linked  up 
mainly  with  the  Warwickshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  Children,  Coleshill. 


164.  The  whole  County  scheme  would  then  be  centred  principally  round  the  two  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospitals  of  Coleshill,  Warwickshire,  and  Manfield,  Northamptonshire,  the  latter 
being  the  Hospital  attached  to  the  Coventry  and  District  Crippled  Children’s  Guild  and  used 
for  County  cases  within  the  area  of  that  Clinic,  while  the  Coleshill  Hospital  would  serve 
the  remainder  of  the  County.  Long-duration  non-tuberculous  cases  from  the  Rugby 
Clinic  have  also  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  Manfield  Hospital,  Northampton,  under  the  care 
of  Mr.  Wilson  Stuart,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  while  short  duration  cases  from  that  Clinic 
are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  which  has  recently  been  thoroughly 
equipped  for  Orthopaedic  treatment. 


165.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  during  the  year  an  increased  attendance  at  the  various 
Clinics,  749  cases  now  being  on  the  registers  (543  of  “  school  age  ”  and  206  “  under  school  age  ”) 
as  compared  with  580  in  1928,  312  in  1927,  and  114  in  1926.  This  progressive  increase 
is  proof  of  the  need  for  such  facilities  as  have  been  provided  by  those  voluntary  bodies 
who  have  interested  themselves  in  this  public  service.  Trained  Orthopaedic  Sisters  are 
maintained  by  the  Voluntary  Clinics  and  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  are  also  provided  by 
those  bodies,  the  Surgeons  being  attached  to  the  Hospitals  referred  to  above  as  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  Orthopaedic  Scheme.  Service  is  paid  for  by  the  County  Council  according 
to  an  agreed  scale,  in  respect  of  attendances  at  the  Clinics,  and  the  cost  of  Hospital  treatment 
of  children  up  to  the  age  of  16  years  is  also  borne  by  the  County  Council.  The  entire 
cost  of  Treatment  of  Cripples  over  the  age  of  16  years  when  undertaken  is  defrayed  exclus¬ 
ively  out  of  voluntary  funds.  The  function  of  the  Voluntary  Clinic,  including  as  it  does 
the  after-care  of  the  cripple,  is  therefore  an  all  important  one  and  is  deserving  of  support. 
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166.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Honorary  Secretaries.  Almoners  and  all  other  voluntary 
workers  for  their  ready  response  to  the  County  Council’s  uniform  system  of  record  keeping 
which  has  been  urged  upon  them,  and  for  the  smooth  running  of  the  whole  service  which 
has  been  made  possible  only  by  their  devotion  and  willing  co-operation.

Hospital  Treatment. 

168.  During  the  last  quarter  of  1927  and  the  last  four  months  of  1928  the  extreme 
measure  of  discontinuing  admissions  to  hospital  had  to  be  resorted  to,  owing  chiefly  to 
the  heavy  expenditure  being  incurred  in  this  direction.  Arrangements  were  accordingly 
made  during  the  year  under  review  for  the  reservation  of  15  beds  at  the  various  Hospitals 
for  County  cases — 5  at  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Northampton,  5  at  the  Warwickshire 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  Children,  Coleshill,  2  at  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  2  at 
the  Woodlands  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Birmingham,  and  1  at  the  Wingfield  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Headington,  Oxford. 


169.  Under  this  system  of  limitation  of  beds,  66  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  62  in  the  previous  year,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
32  cases  still  awaiting  Hospital  treatment.

171.  On  receipt  of  detailed  returns  from  the  Clinics  at  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  found 
that  of  the  749  cases  on  the  Clinic  Registers,  130  had  ceased  treatment,  leaving  619  to 
be  brought  forward  on  January  1st,  1930. 

172.  Of  the  130  cases  that  had  ceased  treatment,  57  were  discharged  as  cured,  29  left 
the  district,  23  reached  the  age  of  16  years,  3  were  admitted  to  special  schools,  3  refused 
treatment,  11  required  no  further  treatment,  2  died  while  under  treatment  and  2  were 
transferred  to  the  Joint  Committee  for  Tuberculosis. 
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173.  On  1st  January,  1930,  619  cases  remained  on  the  registers  of  the  Clinics,  and  106 
cases  on  my  Ascertainment  Register  but  not  previously  treated  will  be  drafted  to  the 
various  Clinics  for  treatment  during  1930. 

174.  Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  were  received  from  parents  during  the 
year  amounting  to  £191  Os.  5d.  ;  £91  6s.  lid  in  respect  of  children  of  school  age  and 
£99  13s  6d.  in  respect  of  children  under  school  age.  This  shows  an  increase  of  £21  6s.  3d. 
on  the  previous  year.  The  recovery  of  contributions  is  slow  owing  to  the  fact  that  most 
parents  take  advantage  of  the  weekly  payments  of  3s.  6d.,  4s.  6d.  or  5s.  which  is  allowed 
in  accordance  with  the  scale  authorised  by  the  responsible  Committee. 


Result  of  Treatment. 

175.  The  following  Table  relating  to  (A)  Children  of  school  age  and  (B)  Children  under 
school  age,  records  the  result  of  treatment  in  749  cases  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The 
results  are  grouped  according  to  the  type  of  defect  or  deformity  treated,  the  table  being  an 
indication  of  the  amount  of  work  accomplished  during  the  year  and  its  usefulness  from  a 
remedial  point  of  view.  Of  the  749  cases,  170  or  22.6  per  cent,  were  cured  or  greatly 
improved  during  the  year,  and  a  further  355  were  reported  to  be  improving.  There  is 
therefore  a  very  hopeful  outlook  for  525  out  of  749  cripples,  or  70  per  cent.  This  per¬ 
centage  should,  however,  be  higher  still,  since  there  are  included  in  the  total  number  of 
cases  27  awaiting  Hospital  treatment  and  15  in  Hospital  on  December  31st,  1929.  The 
results  as  shewn  are  therefore  most  encouraging,  and  I  am  confident  that  the  expenditure 
incurred  on  this  service  has  been  fully  justified. 


RESULTS  OF  ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

176.  The  following  extracts  from  Reports  of  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the 
year  1929  are  of  interest  : — 


177.  Urban  Districts. 

Bulkington. — The  New  Water  Scheme  is  now  in  working  order,  and  properties  which 
were  previously  supplied  by  shallow  wells  are  now  being  connected  up  to  the  new  Scheme. 
There  are  still  a  number  of  properties  supplied  by  shallow  wells,  but  these  are  decreasing. 

Kenilworth. — In  1922  the  Council  acquired  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Kenilworth 
Water  Co.  The  supply  is  derived  from  three  deep  bore  holes.  At  frequent  intervals  the 
water  is  examined  bacteriologically,  and  has  during  the  last  nine  years  invariably  proved 
to  be  of  great  purity. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  or  pumping  arrangements  during  the  past  year. 

Leamington. — The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  two  sources,  (a)  The 
Lillington  Well  on  the  Rugby  Road,  and  (b)  The  Campion  Terrace  Well,  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  centre  of  the  town. 

The  extra  supply  of  water  obtained  from  the  new  heading  driven  in  1925  seems  to 
be  well  maintained,  but  it  appears  probable  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  necessary  to 
take  steps  to  augment  the  present  yield. 

Nuneaton. — The  main  source  of  water  supply  to  the  town  remains  as  in  previous 
years,  mainly  that  purchased  from  the  Leicester  Corporation  from  the  Thornton  Reservoir 
and  our  supply  from  Whittleford. 

The  former  supply  is  subject  to  chlorination,  and  at  all  times  during  the  year  the  results 
of  analysis  have  proved  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. 

Warwick. — The  public  supply  is  derived  from  a  large  gathering  ground  of  drift  gravel 
at  Haseley,  in  the  Warwick  Rural  District,  with  an  accessory  supply  of  probably  the  same 
kind  at  “  The  Woodloes.” 

Haseley  Hall  has  been  let,  after  careful  reconstruction  of  drainage  system  and  disposal 
works.  The  increased  collecting  area  secured  by  the  purchase  of  this  estate  has  continued 
to  afford  a  plentiful  supply  of  water,  but  some  trouble  has  been  occasioned  by  the  necessary 
disturbance  of  the  ground  leading  to  discoloration.  This  was,  however,  only  temporary, 
and  was  carefully  controlled  by  Bacteriological  investigation  of  water  samples. 

Six  samples  of  the  town  water  supply  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  two 
each  from  Haseley,  Woodloes,  and  mixed  supply  in  the  town  ;  in  all  cases  they  proved 
quite  satisfactory. 

Rugby. — The  gathering  ground  »to  the  Stanford  reservoir  is  kept  under  constant  super¬ 
vision,  and  all  possible  sources  of  contamination  are  immediately  investigated  and  the 
necessary  steps  taken  to  have  them  remedied. 

During  the  year  numerous  samples  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  consumer  have  been 
taken  from  all  over  the  district.  These  have  been  submitted  for  analysis,  and  the  results 
have  been  excellent. 

In  addition  to  the  town  of  Rugby,  the  following  parts  of  the  Rugby  Rura1  District 
are  also  supplied  : — New  Bilton,  Old  Bilton,  Newbold,  Hillmorton,  Brownsover,  and  part 
of  Clifton.  Inese  villages  together  contain  more  than  a  third  of  the  total  population  of 
the  Rural  District. 

Sutton  Coldfield.— The  South  Staffordshire  Water  Company  have  extended  their  mains 
in  the  Borough  by  4,955  yards  during  the  year,  chiefly  in  Hill  and  Walmley  Wards. 

As  usual,  the  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  mains  show  it  to  be  of  very  good  quality, 
whereas  the  samples  from  wells  are  invariably  polluted. 
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Stratford-on-  Avon. — The  town  derives  its  water  supply  from  two  sources  viz  : — from 
an  Artesian  Bore  Well,  situated  in  the  Warwick  Road,  and  from  a  gathering  ground  near 
the  Village  of  Snitterfield  The  water  derived  from  the  bore  well  is  of  unexceptional  quality. 
The  bore  wells  supply  rather  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  town’s  supply,  and  during  the 
year  as  little  as  possible  of  the  water  from  Snitterfield  has  been  used.  The  Snitterfield  supply 
cannot  be  regarded  as  being  satisfactory  and  requires  constant  supervision.  Before  being 
admitted  to  the  town  mains  it  is  subjected  to  storage,  sand  filtration,  chlorination,  and 
filtration  through  Bell’s  Filters.  The  result  of  these  purification  processes,  as  has  been  proved 
by  frequent  analysis,  is  to  render  the  water  quite  safe  for  consumption. 

During  the  year  a  “  Dechlorinating  ”  Apparatus  has  been  installed,  which  has  the 
effect  of  removing  the  unpleasant  taste  which  is  occasionally  caused  by  a  slight  excess  of 
Chlorine  in  the  water. 

B e dw or th.— Mr.  J.  S.  Forman,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  as  follows  : — “  The  water 
supply  in  Bedworth  is  constant,  and  is  obtained  from  two  sources  situate  at  Newdegate 
Colliery,  in  the  parish  of  Astley  ;  (1)  from  an  adit  in  the  Frank  Shaft,  270-ft.  from  the  sur¬ 
face,  and  (2)  from  an  adjacent  borehole,  150-ft.  deep.  The  water  gravitates  from  the 
Colliery  to  a  ground  reservoir  at  the  Water-works,  from  which  it  is  pumped  to  an  elevated 
tower  giving  a  head  of  117-ft.  The  total  quantity  of  water  consumed  during  the  year  was 
72,582,400  gallons  (approx.  200,000  gallons  per  day).  In  the  event  of  necessity  arising  it 
is  possible  to  augment  the  supply  from  the  Coventry  Corporation  water  main  which  has 
been  extended  from  the  boundary  of  Bedworth  to  the  Water-works. 

In  consideration  of  the  growth  of  the  town  a  new  water  supply  scheme  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  it  has  already  been  the  subject  of  a  public  en¬ 
quiry.” 


178.  Rural  Districts. 

Brailes. — The  water  supplies  throughout  the  district  have  been  a  source  of  consider¬ 
able  trouble,  owing  to  the  exceptionally  dry  summer. 

At  Long  Compton,  extensions  of  the  mains  were  undertaken,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
remedy  all  complaint  of  shortage  and  inadequacy  in  the  future. 

The  supply  system  at  Ilmington  has  been  improved  by  the  substitution  of  iron  pipes 
over  a  considerable  area. 

The  question  of  a  water  supply  to  the  villages  of  Oxhill,  Whatcote  and  Halford  has 
had  the  Council’s  serious  consideration,  and  a  scheme  is  now  being  evolved  which  should 
prove  satisfactory. 

All  pumps  and  wells  in  the  various  villages  have  received  attention,  new  pumps  having 
been  erected  at  Brailes,  Tysoe  and  Whichford. 

Farnborough. — Three  of  the  villages  are  supplied  by  wells,  the  other  three  obtain  their 
water  from  the  hills  ;  the  supply  is  constant  and  satisfactory. 

Foleshill. — The  following  Parishes  in  the  District  are  supplied  with  Water  by  the 
Coventry  Corporation,  viz.  :  Foleshill,  Binley,  Exhall,  Keresley,  Walsgrave-on-Sowe,  Willen- 
hall  and  Wyken. 

Meriden. — The  feature  of  the  water  supply  of  the  district  is  that  nearly  one-half  of  the 
total  of  inhabited  houses  are  supplied  from  mains.  During  1929  further  extensions  to  the 
water  mains  were  carried  out  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  viz.  :  Minworth,  Castle  Brom¬ 
wich,  Coleshill,  Water  Orton  and  Sheldon.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory  position  for  a  Rural 
District,  especially  as  the  number  is  increasing  each  year. 

Monks  Kirby. — Throughout  the  District  the  sole  source  of  supply  is  from  springs  and 
shallow  wells.  One  sample  of  water  was  analysed,  and  eight  wells  were  cleaned  out  and 
repaired. 
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Solihull. — The  mains  of  the  City  of  Birmingham  Water  Department  are  available  for 
practically  the  whole  of  the  populous  parts  of  Solihull,  Shirley,  and  Olton,  whilst  Temple 
Balsall,  Knowle  and  the  District  from  Aylesbury  Road,  Packwood,  up  to  Hockley  Heath, 
also  receive  the  Birmingham  supply  through  the  mains  of  the  Coventry  Corporation, 
who  purchased  the  undertakings  of  the  North  Warwickshire  Water  Company.  One  half 
of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  so  supplied.  This  number  is  constantly  increasing,  and 
fresh  mains  have  been  laid  in  many  roads  during  the  past  years  to  keep  pace  with  the 
building  operations. 

Southam. — The  water  supply  for  Harbury  is  still  under  discussion. 

In  respect  of  the  piped  water  supplies  of  Priors  Hardwick  and  Priors  Marston,  a  special 
committee  was  appointed  to  visit  and  report.  The  conclusion  was  reached  that  in  the  case 
of  Priors  Hardwick,  there  was  ample  water  available  in  the  tanks,  and  the  supply  should  be 
adequate.  At  Priors  Marston  the  provision  of  a  further  storage  tank  was  suggested  to 
catch  certain  water  which  apparently  ran  to  waste. 

Napton  and  Gaydon  villages  are  supplied  by  springs. 

The  other  villages  are  supplied  by  wells,  mostly  of  the  shallow  variety. 

Tamworth. — Sanction  has  been  given  for  laying  a  4-in.  link  main  from  the  Reservoir 
to  the  Woodhouse,  Amington,  which  will  afford  a  better  supply  to  Shuttington  and  parts 
of  Amington,  in  addition  to  being  a  feed  to  the  Reservoir  via  Amington,  should  it  be 
necessary  to  effect  repairs  to  the  Pumping  Main  along  the  Main  Road,  Glascote. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  increasing  the  pressure  in  the  high 
parts  of  Wilnecote  and  Dosthill,  and  the  provision  of  an  alternative  supply. 


HOUSING. 

179.  From  the  following  return  of  Housing  Activities  in  the  various  County  Districts 
it  will  be  noted  that  2,948  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  as  against  2,385  in 
the  previous  year.  Of  these  2,494  were  State  assisted — 727  by  Councils  and  1,767  by  other 
bodies  or  persons. 

180.  Reference  to  this  Return  shews  at  a  glance  where  housing  activity  is  being  principally 
carried  on,  in  the  Urban  Districts,  notably  at  Leamington,  Nuneaton,  Stratford-on-Avon 
and  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts  in  Foleshill,  Solihull,  Meriden,  Rugby 
and  Tamworth. 

181.  Although  368  houses  were  erected  in  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton,  Dr.  Horsburgh, 
in  his  Annual  Report  for  1929,  says  : — “  I  should  like  again  to  urge  the  necessity  for 
more  houses  as  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  is  often  greatly  hampered  by  the 
inadequate  housing  accommodation  that  many  of  our  citizens  have  to  contend  with.” 

182.  In  the  Urban  District  of  Rugby,  where  only  29  new  houses  were  provided,  Dr. 
Gibbons  Ward  states  that  no  case  of  serious  overcrowding  has  been  noted  during  the 
year  and  adds  : — “  As  would  be  expected  from  the  fact  that  much  of  the  housing  in 
Rugby  is  modern,  the  general  conditions  are  good  for  a  town  of  this  size,  and  with  the 
constant  supervision  which  is  exercised  by  the  two  Inspectors,  good  conditions  are  not  only 
maintained,  but  further  improvements  are  taking  place.” 

183.  Dr.  L.  L.  Fyfe,  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District,  referring 
to  inactivity  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  says  : — “  It  does  seem  such 
a  pity  that  no  person  or  body  of  persons  have  taken  advantage  of  this  Act  in  assisting  to 
repair  old  houses  which  are  falling  into  disrepair  in  the  agricultural  districts.” 

184.  In  the  Meriden  Rural  District,  although  no  houses  have  been  provided  by  the  District 
Council,  development  has  been  taking  place,  particularly  in  the  parishes  of  Allesley,  Coleshill, 
Castle  Bromwich,  Sheldon  and  Water  Orton. 
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185.  In  the  Solihull  Rural  District,  where  building  has  been  particularly  active,  Dr.  Gibbons 
Ward  reports  that  a  Town  Planning  Scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Knowle  and  Solihull,  which 
includes  Olton  and  Shirley,  is  in  course  of  preparation.  Mr.  Chard,  Sanitary  Inspector, 
in  his  Report  expresses  the  view  that  additional  houses  are  still  required  in  the  Solihull, 
Shirley  and  Olton  Wards,  if  the  Council  are  to  make  further  Closing  Orders  in  these  areas. 

186.  A  large  number  of  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1925 — 127 — and  of  these  48  were  made  in  the  Borough  of  Warwick,  26  in  Stratford- 
on-Avon,  and  17  in  Kenilworth.  Only  13  houses  were  rendered  fit  after  the  making  of 
Closing  Orders. 

187.  With  reference  to  the  48  Closing  Orders  made  in  the  Borough  of  Warwick,  Dr. 
Gibbons  Ward  in  his  Annual  Report  says  : — “  44  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  met 
with.  Eighteen  of  them  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  provision  of  cottages  at  suitable 
rentals  on  the  Packmores  Estate,  a  process  which  would  have  been  impossible  by  any 
other  method.”  Continuing,  he  says  : — "  Very  few  bodies,  even  philanthropic  bodies,  who 
talk  of  the  ‘  slums,’  have  the  courage  to  close  these  defective  houses  in  the  direct  manner 
which  the  Warwick  Town  Council  has  adopted.  There  is  one  thing  certain,  that  the 
Council  have  given  these  people  their  chance,  have  not  expected  others  to  find  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  displaced,  tenants  of  unfit  houses,  and  have  faced  the  problem  in  the 
only  honest  way  in  which  it  can  be  faced.”

189.  The  above  statistics  for  the  year  under  review,  while  they  cannot  be  regarded  as 
encouraging  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  are  by  no  means  unfavourable 
when  compared  with  similar  records  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  still  lower 
birth-rate  of  16.29  is  practically  identical  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales — 16.3 
per  1,000  population. 


190.  The  death-rate  of  12.70,  higher  than  it  has  been  since  the  war  years  1915  to  1918, 
compares  favourably  with  the  rates  for  the  whole  country,  viz.  : — 13.4.  There  is  little 
doubt  but  that  the  Influenza  epidemic  of  the  early  months  of  the  year  was  largely  respon¬ 
sible  for  this  increased  death-rate  from  10.13  in  1928  to  12.70  in  1929. 


191.  The  Infant  Mortality  of  60  per  1,000  births  is  five  points  higher  than  the  previous 
year,  this  increase  also  being  accounted  for  by  the  heavy  mortality  from  pneumonia  and 
bronchitis,  75  deaths  under  one  year  associated  with  Influenza  and  the  intense  cold  during 
the  months  of  February  and  March.  The  Infant  Death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  74  per  1,000  births. 
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192.  The  year  1929  will  be  remembered  particularly  by  the  passing  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Act,  the  latter  months  of  the  year  being  occupied  by  preparation  of  schemes  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  transfer  of  the  Poor  Law  from  Boards  of  Guardians  to  Councils  of  Counties 
and  County  Boroughs.  Schemes  were  also  prepared  for  the  continuance  of  grants  to  Volun¬ 
tary  Associations  in  place  of  percentage  grants  previously  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
for  the  administration  of  the  Vaccination  Service,  for  the  home  visiting  of  all  nurse  children 
under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act,  and  for  the  Notification  of  Births  to  the  County  Council 
in  place  of  District  Councils  as  has  been  the  practice  in  the  County  of  Warwick  in  the 
past.  Many  of  the  above  activities  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1930,  and  will  be 
referred  to  at  length  in  my  next  Annual  Report. 


193.  I  have  to  thank  all  members  of  my  Staff,  Medical,  Health  Visiting  and  Clerical, 
for  their  loyal  service  during  the  year,  and  particularly  those  members  of  my  Clerical 
Staff  upon  whom  so  much  of  the  additional  work  has  fallen.
